WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford today proposed^ 
sweeping $507 million program'oPald tn-care for South Vlet- : 
namese andCambodlan refugees through mid-1976, 

Ford sent a draft of the new aid bill to Rep. William Broom- 
field, R-Mlch.. senior GOP member ol the-House International 
Relations Committee. Broomfleld said he would introduce it hv 
the House later today. 

The measure has a so-called "open end authorization," 
meaning It carries no set spending celling figure. .But. Broom- 
field sold a (act sheet sent wllh the measure estimated the cost 
of caring for up to 150,000 refugees through June 30, 1976. at 1507 
million.

Judiciary subcommittee held hearings on the refugee issue.
